NfW'paptr desp'rthe* irrii,tjj)ii)g the d''-putc betwceo Bolivia and Biraguaj 
having been submitted by the Secraary General, the Couneil on Docembtr nth 
ent both Government* a tel^an expressing its tull eor\irtion that the two 
State' which, by signing the Covmnc, bad solemnly plei^vd thcms'Kcs to seek 
by pacific means the solution of disputes ari'ing betwevn them, i.ould have recourse 
to such methods as^v outd hv in coniormiiy v ith their international nbligations and 
would appear in thi present oireumstan es to be mc't IiVely to ensure the mainto 
nance of peace anci the smlcrncnt of the di pute" 

Aftvr this telegram nad been despatched ihc Counti! received from the Boh 
vian Government a detail' d account of the antecedents of the conflict, and a state 
ment from the Paraguayan Represmrative in Pans, both d^spatcli'd bofor* their 
bovernment' had rectiveJ the (ouneils • ommuniontion 

On December iJth the Bolivian Foreign Minister intimated Mut he had suL 
mitted the Council's recomnieodation to the Ihesid'nt uf Bolivia The Pafa 
giiavan Foreign Minister replied by i tel'gnm eoni luding •viih tho statement 
"Pa-aguay docs not retus" any conahatton procedure for ch' settlement of h»r 
disputes, still less the procedure laid dovm m eon/entioii* to whivh 'he has given 
her solemn aceptani c 

On Dcvember 14th, the Cnunol reoei.ed a telegram signed by the President 
and Foreign Minister of Bolivia, referring to the commumvation of December i uli - 
and stating that tlic Council of the League and its President 'might rest assured 
that BMma would not depart from the principles md obligations pontam'd m 
the Covenant of the League’ 

This telegram also stated that ‘ in eontradietion *>itli the stipulations of Arti 
cles 10 and 1,5 of the Covenant of the League of Nations Paraguav "had romraittcd 
an aggression’ which the Bvhvian Government solemnlv denounepd to the Council 
While declaring that it va' its duty "to demand the sati'tdction winch is due in 
such cases and to taae military measures ot a aeicn'ive ctiaracter to saleguard its 
security, the Bolivian Govemment requested that the Council would tate note cf 
Its declaration of its intention to act on the tounnl’' recommendations and to 
observe the stipulations of the Covenant" 

On December 15th, at the close of ite ordinary session at Lugano, the Council 
sent telegrams to the Bolivian and Paraguavan Govummentb »\pre-sing its sati' 
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£ii hon at having path'’ied from Uitir utttmum aiions the < uiuietii-n ol their 
altaclim'.nt to the prinripha and obligattons of the Covenant” It added that 
it hoped that the parties. Aould carefuUv abstain from any act "'vhich miglit 
aggravate the situation and render a peaccdul settlement more diffitnill’ It 
e pressed its hrm con*i’tion that the obbgations of the Covenant would Le 
risperted and rccalltd that a hen a dispute likely to lead to a rupture arose 
b»tveen two States Members of the Lei^c of rtations, thc\ enuld not .ith 
out failing in tb'‘ir ohligntions, and noiibly those contra* ted under Article u oimi 
to ri.5ort bv some method or other to one of the protcdures of pacific settlement 
provided for in the CorCnant 

The Counul also drew nttcnlion to tiie fact that the Covenant mentioned, 
imuri" othcis, ' disputes to the f istencp of my fact v hich it established, v\ ould 
' onstitute a breach of anv international nbhgabons, t as to the e''tcnt and nature 
of the reparation to bo nude for anv such breach 't the same time it cmpi. isised 
tli“Uet that "mit experience it was most impo tant to confine idl military mca'urrs 
of a defensive fharactertn thos. v bieh < ould not bt regarded as aggressive agiiitl 
the other countn md \ hiih could not m olve the danger of the arnu d torens 
' nnnnginto otiUel, as inis' ould had to an aggravation of ehc situation r'nduing 
very diftruk the efior»» at present being maoe toi the mamtetan c ol ptaer” 
Th" iisrtii V ;erc nocihed that the Council had charged its President to follow 
the event’ with a viev* w an^ action that might be necessary onsulting if need 
be Ills Loikaguc", t!i*odgli the intcrmcdiarv n( the Secretary General The tele 
stam picvioubU received from the Paraguayan Government was communicated to

On Decmbcr i&th, tb- President of the Council received from the Bolivian 
horeittiMimstera telrgnm d»si>atched on the itth, informing him if frv'h incidints 
between Par^tuay in and Bolivun trivops "In contormitv nth it international 
obiigdtions the Bnhvian uovemiccnt "hastened to inform the Council of thu new 
development , 

Thi Pusidcnt immediately Lommumented this tU-gram to th Paraguavan 
Go(emmeut Lv ttlegriins despatched simultaneous!/ to both Governments, he 
rtmindod thorn that the letU reported showed still more clearly "the dangas to 
pcaie creatid b/ the contact between the military forces belongii^ to the two 
eountrus en the frontier’ and theurgency , to whu h the Council had drawn their at 
I intion ' i)f tal mg measures to prevent farther inndents capableof compromising the 
success of any oea* eful proe dure He emphasised furUier the suggestion made

The^ Governing Ccimmi»ion had informed the Coun< il ‘hat it had decided, 
in principle, to issue a loan the proceed of vhich ^'ould be us^d for the execution 
of urgently ne essarv publn- worU fimprov nicnts m the railway and telephone 
aerv ces the building of dvellings for government j^ents, the reconstruction of the 
road svstem, etc ) The Governing Commission had felt called upon to communic 
nte on the subject with the Coancil, owing to the e'»u.ptional pj'ition of the Saar 
Tprntnrv 

On tins oci-asion, Dr Stre»eniann (Germany) noted that the question of the 
Saar loan had becnplaicd on the Counal agenda atv^rv >hortnotii e Whil^ reco 
gnising that there were verv important material reasons for this procedure, he ex 
pressed the dc'irc that, as far as possblc, longer notice might b'* givcnwhen such 
ilvms were ploccd on the agenda AVi‘h regard to cho procedure recommended 
Iv thv Cvunvil, h<. evpir'ed the opnaon tha> thu Tinantial Commiutce, I'hen eva 
mining the question should take steps to en<u c that ihe condition^ for the propo 
sed loan were determined id such a way a» not to '•reate any difficulties or com 
plaaticns n the settlemcm of tht Saar problem as a "'hole

Thu state of the negotiation' between Poland and i ithuania rva' considered 
b\ the Council on December iptli The tcprvsontativ»s of the partus made slnte 
ments sho? mg that tiie koenigsbvrg negobauons, whilst furthering the conclu'ion 
of a provisional ntrangeraent giving facilities to tiu population on either side eif 
the Polish Lithuanian administntive line, had not produced all the rc'ults that 
mignt nave been expected 'Nevertheless, sincv the Council & inLervention m 
December, 19*7, a state of peace had tmted botwem the two nations and the 
Polish and Lithuanian Grvemroents oonvurred as to the advisability of continuing 
direct negotiations for the condu'ion of an ^rccment regulatin'' trade b^'tween 
their terntorus 

On thv report of M Quinones de Leon (Spain, the (ouncil adopted, on 
December 14th, two resolutions the fii^t recalling the solemn declaration' made

It v< as decided that the Fermanem Central Board shuuld iiold its fir<t meeting 
on January rstii, lO’c and that it should maku arrang''mi.nts and suggeetinns for

In Tospi nsc to the nti'nsnb of the Convention, the Council pointed out that 
it provisions regarding limitation of production represented the ma' imum obtain 
able in 1925 by a Conferena of forty one StatCg, after discussions lasting three 
months The opinion spre'sed by the United States Gov rnment that llio Geneva 
Convention tended in some respects to nulbfy the provisions of the. Hague Conven 
tion wa* not shared bv the Counal, which considered that the form’-r ohould be 
regarded aa 3upplcm'‘nt3ry to the latter, and that Uie bc't method of seeuring 
etfective control of Che drug traffic was to press for tlie 'videst possible ratification 
of the Geneva Convention in addition to the strictest enforeement of tho Hagu-' 
Convention 

Ihe Geneva Con 'cntion, it was further emphasis'-d represented the acruraul 
ated e ^porience ot several vears fffort— such as, for instance, the import certificate 
svstem and the e' tension 01 the swtem of control to cnidc cocaine, eegonme, coca 
leaves and Indian ticmp, etc —and had been definitcK ratified or acceded to by 
twenty seven Statc« a* offering 1 \MiiabIc advance on the Hague Convention. 

Returning to th" point most strongly unphasi'cd bv the United State:,— that

H its report vO the Coune .1 on tbe mv t favr artd nation rlaust in custom ques 
tions, the Committee laid down the mam pnnuplcs vvhich, m its opinion, were 
implicit in the conception of most fevouted nabon treatment It considered that

malitits and charges insep<irablc from customs operations of cvi r/ description 
The Committee then considered the application of most favoured naticn Ir^ai 
ment as regards import and export prohibitions, notiiy that this question > ould 
lose all practi al interest when the Convenhon for tlie abolition of import and 
export prohibitions and restnehons came mto force It drew attention to tin, 
provi'ifin of this Convention that in the case of exceptional prohibitions and rt.j 
trictions, States must not resort to discrnunation incompatible witli the equitable 
treatment of commerci., and also to the proviaons of tho Convention for the «im 
plification of customs formabties 11923) concerning licences As a general pnn 
aple, it considered, the most favoured nation clause should not apply to prohi 
bitions Nevertholoss, for certain prohibitions considered as temporarv cionom c 
measures, it would be desirable to continue as far as possible to conform to tiio 
interpretations which are at present accepted and provide for the application of 
the c'au»e 

The question of the application of ilic clause with t^ard to t»niporarj imports 
and exports, and more particularly, the so called "hnisfamg trade ’ {aclne aid piu 
SI was also considered 

The term ''aetivv” dmshing trade is employed when a Government audinnsvs 
the importation free of duty, or at a r^uc'd rate, of foreign goods (usually rav 
materials or semi dmshed arbclvs), on condition that such gooda arc transformed 
mto finished articles of a specified character, intended solely for export 

'Passive" finishing trade ansvs when a country authorises tli» temporary 
export of ccftam goods, and rt-admits them free of duty when they return to tin. 
country after being finished abroad 

Far temporary imperts ans exports m the tniesen»e of the term the Committee 
oensidced that the clause was applicable As regards thi. ac, ve finishing tradi , 
It was of Che same opinion, on the understanding that when the laas of a country 
make this trade dependent upon an administrative decision, the right of the rom 
ptlsTi'i Wutiisy.ViS Xu XiLt ‘i iaiiiWi m iraub -poilituVai t<»t a\iuu \4 bi. in't ..x/ 
aff'-cted thereby As for passue fimshng trade, the Committee did not feel able, 
in view of the diversity of opmions and systems e istmg in this field, to advocate 
the applicaiton of the mostfavourednation treatment It indicated, however, 
cerUin cpses in which this treatment could searcety be refused 

Tlie Committee then defined the essuitiid chara'’terist]cs of goods to whivh the 
most favoured nation clause should apply They must have their origin in llio 
'-ountry whmh enjoys the mostfavourednation treatment, and thev must be Lh 
pmneism the sense that they pos^ the characteristics which entitle certain goods 
to a given customs treatment Theac two conditions (provenance and similarity} 
were exhaustively discussed, the conclusion ocii^ that certain sbpulations weri, 
clearly incompatible with the most favoured nation clause, namely 

(0) Provisions wh vh restnet customs pi'vilegu to products of a particular 

country or district siraplj becdjsp they 0 iginate in that country or district, 
tliuj ruling 0 pficii that no other countiy can produce products similar to tliojc 
winch it IS sought to favour, ' 

(1) Provisions which nuk smilanty dependant upon entirely externa 
character! tics or conditions whreh bv the vrry nature of things, only the pro 
duns of given countnes can possess or fulfil 
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The Committee then desctibed (xrtain speaal situations to which, m its viev', 
the claiiac •'ould not be made applicabk, such a' customs unions between t? o 
countries, frontier traffic and erreptional r^imes established b> treaty between 
oountnes or districts united by speual etluuca4 historical, gcogrtphical or oth^r 
tie' It also considered the application of lie danse, to the colonies of rontratting 
parties 

The Committee, finally, discussed the uording of the clause \ttpr indicating 
j-inu' tem a'rpady la use, and wughing the advaniages and disadvantages of 
each, It submitted a standard clansewbich can be adapted to sperial rirt-umstanrcs 
but is IS It stands, sufficiently eoTibcit to redure differences of interpretation to a 
minimum 

The Committee proposed tliat the founnl should oomrauni ate its reports to 
States Members or non Memoers of the League, recommending tint, in their com 
mcrcial police and m draiting bilateral treaties, Governments should feillcw the 
principle^ therein laid dovn They should also be asked to male known their 
opinions on the subicet 

The Committee further r»quested the Council to inform the different States 
that It had not ncgi'cted the question of flie on obligations arising irom the

Culletlio iclon ]or Tar^il Rcauclm — In connection with collective action 
with a view to reducing customs duties on ccruin products, the Committee pur 
sued Its studies conrernmg aluminium and cement As regards aluminium, the 
Committir, in the light of information on the position in the principal countries 
concerned, decided not to continue the investigation for the moment but to v su 
until circumstances had changed 

As regards ccm"Pt and the possible participation of the principal countries 
I oncerned m a preliminary c^p rt enquiry into the principles vnd methods of 
coni erted action m roancction with tarills on cement the Committei was m po* 
session of infoimation as to the probable attitude of certain countries It had 
howe er, no information on the situation in several impirtant trading countries, 
*n(l It therefore postponed this question to its ne^t «e lon m the liooc that the 
rtfiies not yet to hand aouidbe leciived m the meantime 

Coa' — The delegation appointed bv the Economm Committee to institute 
an ' nquiry with regard to international action in the roa! industry (*;, coE»u'tcd 
c\perts from eleven countries (producii^ and consuming countries, and tho^e which 
both Tipoit and ecpoiL u/a\) 

Th^ c pert' selerted were eminent coal technKiaiu> who, without representing 
cmplo/crs' crganiSiitinn* occupied a position which enabled th'‘ra to have a geni'ral 
view of all the aspect' of the coal quespbon— production, consumption, trade and 
transport 

The tvp,,rt met from janunry 8th to I2th and cvamiiied reports from \ arious 
members of the Econi niir Coranultee on the cool situation m their respective ooun 
tries Thoy also gave their opinion regarding actioa by the League, or under its 
auspue' with a view tu tlio solution or the ditfitultico encountered the coal 
indublrv, and the torm in which sudi aition might be possible

Tho second session ot the Preparatory Committee for the Conference on the 
Codification of IntcrnauonaJ Law was held from lanuary 2bth to February 17th,

The Committee considered replies from Go/ernments to the questionnaire

At the cad of December influenza in epidume torm appeared at Breslau m

the Baltic and North Sea ports Almost at the same time a vcr\ sovcrc outbreak 
ocructed af whrre tho gen«<il di’ath. tab* ro«e to p'l ‘■bousand.

Rianda Uriindi under Belpar Mandale — The attention of the romraission 
waa spccialiv draan to a proposal for the transfer of inliab'tsnts of the Mandated 
territory to nei|libounng areas in the Belgian Congo V'ltliout taprc'sing an 
opinion as to thi. merits of this mearun., the Commis'ion vas incJincd to doubt 
•yhether a better solution of the economic and soaal problems ■> ising from the 
fact the terntort was over populated would not be found in another direction 

The Commission noicd that the Mandatory intended to caamine attentively 
demands for concessions of lands on the part of European cnterprisss It n^ver 
thoic's c^p'cssed some anxiety as to th» unfortunate effect whch the attr'bution 
to Europeans of vast tracts of terntory ii" nn o'cr populated country, v hos" cul 
tivabie surface tva' hardly sufficient for the population might hayc upon the pro* 
perity and dc rlnpmrnu q( ihe natives I*) In the ooinion of the Commission 
these risl s might be a''oid<“d if conce ions for long penods or ccssinnij of land 
m full ownership to Europeans nere onlyr granted as an csccptional measure when

As regards labour conditions, the Comnuseinn noted with regret that the 
measures taken bv th^ Administration and bv the mining companies to safeguard 
the hca'th of natne^ from tropical areas eraplo< ed in the mra-’s did not appear to 
have bren completely sui ce sful.itaccordingly asked the Mandatory how it intended 
to cope with the high death rate recorded among these workers

The Commission, recognising the ru^tice of this complainr, recommended the 
Council to approach the Briti‘h Govenuntnt with a view to the immediate redress 
of the wrong suffered bv the petitioners

The Commi-.sion pointed out that it was responsible for supervising the enfor 
cement of the principles and rules of the Covenant and the mandates and was not 
called upon to recommend any particular lorm of govonimcnt m the mandated 
territories It was for the Mandatory Fover alone to determine wliat regime should 
be appbed

Bnti«h Go/ernraeat haa commuiucated to the Wandates Conimi.=ion a pcbtion 
from the Zionist Oi|anisafian cnnceraw^ incidents that had occurred at the Waiiing 
or Western Wall at Jenjsalen on the Jmsh Da\ ot Atonement m September last 
To the petition vere joined the observations ol tic British Govemmont 

The Commission, nhile r^etting these incidents, noted that the Palestine 
Government had already approached both parties Fuh a to faciUtabng an 
agreement It hoped that the hlandatorv would sii'-cced in appeasing public 
feeling and that neither paitv would, bj unreasonable demands or intolerant 
refusals assume the responsibility of provokii^ public disturbarces

Pdi'iOii jrom tke Kuoko L.rtt uiid Mfueriesiilsehaji — This Companv pro 
tested against cancellation of its rights of ownership and mining rights by tlie 
Union of South Ainca under the Ccncc'sions, Modifications and Mining Law Amend 
meat Praclamntion of November 17th, 1920, it diuw attention lo the fact that 
other companies whose nghts had been cancelled had ne^'crthdcss almo t all 
obcamed the mamteoince o' certain ngUU of ownership, while for the Kaoko 
Land und Minenge'clUchait no cvception of any kmd had been made 

The Ccmmission was of opinioo that thia matter dit not come within its com 
petence It nc.cnhclcsa drew the attention of Iho Council to the eri'tenco in

On Deecmbcr dth, 1027 the Council had invited the CommiS'>ion to 'tudy the 
cause' of the mircased imporlaiion of finti'Ub liquors into territories under B Man 
date and steps to remedy this situation The Coramis-ion accordingly devoted 
special attention to thi' subject 

The Commission considered that the increase might, in general, be ascribed 
ta the growinc wealth and purcha'u^ power of the natives and to the opening up 
of the cDunt-y to railv ays and moto transport 

The following measures were contemplated to remedv this situation 

(ij liicrea$e and equities on t^Dntu' — The Commis'ion noted that duties 
hm been !ncn:-"cd in both French and Bnbsh mandated tcmtoncf, but con'idcrcd 
that dis'iraihntj in the import duties 10 eocli of these icmtoncs gave n'e to 
mugging In its opinion the French and Bnti'h Goveroraent* should be

In this onncrtirn, the Committee recommended Oovernmenr® to mal 0 «oecia!

diatelv withdrawn when 11 had been proved that fhc firms to winch tnev h'd been 
granted were e'^aging in tbr traffic or suppl/mg drug® for such traffic It pointed 
out vei'v strongly that it was de irablc that bovemments «hould mention in their 
leports all seizure, un hovcvir nail a lale, jincc this was the only means of 
obtaining complete 'iilormation as regards the methodv employed bv illicit traf 
firkets 

Srme anviety was expressed r»gariiing the establishment ot new ,vorh lor 
the manufacture uf drugs in addition to rho'e already m existence, whosi. output 
was generall’ in e^'cess of the medical and seientidc needs 01 the world 

During the discussion on th** illicit traffic the Committee heard a statement 
from the Chinese "epieventali’ t on the general po,ition in China ,.s regard opium 
and other dangerous drugs This statement wa includM m full 1 1 the minutes 
at the Chinese -eprescn atue’s request but was not discus'cd th** Committee 
being of the opinon that tlie entire ■mspopvibihty lor the statement, which m its 
opinion, dealt v/ith pohtral question^ outside its competence should be left to 
it® L-uthor

Should It prove impossible, hn*ocr to atxept thi« propobil in its cntirclj 
the Committee tlioug’it thot the Conference might be ibVcd ns an alternative to 
agree that adraini trations should be authonsed, when thev iiad reason to suppose 
that a packng contained d'ugs, to «cnd for the consignee or the 'cndvr and to 
require lum to open the suspect packagr If it was impossible te find the sender 
O’ consign^.'', o' the lattor refused to open the package, the customs administration 
would be authons''d to open it itself 

To facilitate su-h supervision, the Committee thought tiiat the following 
suggestions should he considered

The principal feature* 0 this Hheme were as follows Each Government 
r ould notify in advance for a dotcrmined period its requirements of each of those 
substanfc* derived from opium and the coca leaf that are now or ma, in future 
be covered bv the Hague Coflv<*n*ioa or ‘he Geneva Convention Each State 
would indicate from which eountrv it would purcha c the amount of narcotic 
drugs required for medical and scicntifie purposes 

Some members of tli roromittcc who were in favour of the genera! ideas 
embodied in this «fbcmc asl cd that it should be taken as a stirtmg point v hen 
the iirniftion and pcsstbK the c-tablishmcnt nf a Govemment monopolv came up 
for (li cusiion the maiofiU of the Committee, while agreeing that the 'dta, set 
forth m the scheme as ingenious did not th'nk that it could be realised For 
Ih ’ rn on, it did not ri>n‘uKi' advisable to takcanv action m tin respect, stating 
that in its opinioa it vmild L** prcfcnbic to «vait the result of tiic application 
of tl <■ G'Tii.va Con cntion vhioh had just come into force and pro’ idcd a stricter 
*\'tem of control

of coiintri’s It r^-questud the Secretary General tn communicatv the draft 
convention to all States Jlembers nf th» J in>iting them to give insirucUons 
to their aelegafions to the tenth ordinarv session of the »issvmbly v/rth a view tn 
exhaustive examination or the quution 

This schsmv on uhah tbc Pinanaal Committo- had been working for tvvn 
vears, vva? due tr> the miti3ti"c of the Finnish Govemnent, which, m 1026, drew 
the attention of tlie League of Nabons to the urgenc) ot altordmg as promptly as 
possible financial <tssistana to a State dm atened with aggression The idea on 
which the draft is based is that nf guorMtccing to States lilt oossibihty of securing 
rapid and vfiective financial assistance, so as to mritur’C their fethng ot security and 
thereby enable them to limit their armaaient-- or Oven to refrain trom creating 
war Industrie- Its object is, moreover, to increase considerablv th“ choice of 
measures open tn the Council in case ot a crisii;, by makii^ it po'sible to bring the 
maeliin^ry of financial asss tonre mto plA" In th* opinion of the Touncil Rap 
porteur, ill ^gucro v Bethancourt (Cuba), a conntrv mtditrttmg an attack on 
another would hositat" to carrv st out it th'a were a nsL that that other State 
might rtceivL this kind of a sistame from ilember ol the League 

The implivations of the plan tlurcforc go fw beyond tho limits of a purely 
financial and technical quvsbon 

The object of thv Convention is to provide raachincr'' bv v hich tiie Council, 
os a measurv to restore or •lal^ord peace, may authorise financial assistancv to 
Members of thv League mvnbed n "ar or threat nf war It contemplates that 
a loan would be obtained in the money marl et by the Government concerned on thv 
ginenl secuntv of it' revenues It would be tiUped m so doing bv the moral and 



material support of an mteniaticnal guarautee proMded under the aegis of the 
League by tne other signatonos of the CooventiOD 

To create confidence that delay 'wonid not otcur at tlie moment of a crisis, 
it would be essential that thp Con/eatirn should be ratified by the signatories in 
such form that no further l^islation of any kind would b” required in connection 
With the guarantee Smre on the outUreak of hostilities, tlic credit of a belligerent 
country IS hkelv to be low, I'mdeis would require guarantee' of a very substantial 
nature The Contention protides such guarantees furnished by a few financially 
trong signatories The loan would thus be secured b/ the borrowing Goternmoot 
Itself, by the signatories to the Convention, said bv certain financially strongsigna 
tones 

The advantages to the guitran ecu^ Government would be the moral support 
of th^ League, the mtnnsic valup ot the collective guarantee, thf" additional advan 
t£^e ni the special guarantee, and th** signatories' promise of access to their markets 
The guarantors ./ould only be<^me liable should the borrov ing Government 
b^ unable to meet its loan charges In order to I rait this contingent liability, the 
guarantors are protected b\ amaximum bmit on the total annual service guaranteed, 
a limit on the maximum annual liability, the responsibility! of the borrowing 
Go «rnment, the provision for i reserve funo ano tie pquirement of a unanimous 
decision of the Council before a guarantee ts given m any individual case 


Ora^mn Guararlia — The majamum annual liabiliry of a State in respect 
of tlte service of all the !oan» contracted under the Con' ention is limited to a figure 
beating the same proportion as that Government s contribution to the League budget 
bears to Che total contrinutiDns from all Members of Che League Thus, if all Mem 
bers ot the League become signatone and a nvuunum annual sum of !ci0,000,0un 
gold franc' were fixed b> the Convention, a Member contributing ? % of the League 
expenses i ould have a maximum contingent liability of 5, coo, 000 gold francs 

Spictcl Gumrlse' — In ^dition to the abo' e ordrnarv guarantees, tlie 
Convention creates special guarantees to ensure that th*' loan service shall be 
guaranteed for its lull amonut not merelv by all the guarantors, but also Iv a 
small number of financially strong States wluch v ill bear the risk of any delav 
or default bv the ordinary parantors The amount covered by each special 
parant>‘e will include the amount cf the special parantor's bubility as an ordinary 
guarantor, together with an additinnal amount, wluch is determined in such a 
manner that the total amount paranwd speoallv shall be i,qual to the total 
amount guaranteed bv other Stah.' 

The maximum liabilities of special parantor Government are fi^ed bv divid 
mg between them the total of the nuximum liabilities ot the ordinary guarantors 
m proportion to the percentages which the special guarantors pay to the League 
budget 

^pphcaiiof to ii particular — When the Council has decided that a signal 
orv shall receive tinancial avsistance, it will anthonsc the latter to issue a loan 
within the total available under lie ronvenhon enjovmg the ordinary and special 
gurantees, the maximum annual serviee of the loan *ill be fixed by the Council 
The prcci'o responsibility of each parantceing State will bo fired later These 
States, whether they be ordinary guaiantom or special parantots, v ill deposit m 
the Swiss National Bank bonds beani^ a separate coupon for each pav ment for 
which they may be contingently liable 

Trustees — The Convention providi.' for the appointment of trustees ot Swiss 
nationality and for the constitution by the borroivmg Government of a reacrvc, 
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to be held bv tlii. trustees, of an amotmt suffitaent to pa/ one half of the annual 
service of each specihed loan 

The Convention further lays down tiiat tie decision by the Council to grant 
assistance to a State victim ot an ^ression or threatened bv aggression must be 
taken bv the unanimous vote ot its members It may accept the offer of a non 
Ilember of th" League to partiapate m the guarantee '

With regard to drug smuggling through the poit the Council invited the

With reference to the desire txpres ed bv the Coram'ttee ioi addwonal informa 
tionwith regard to opium export from Persia, the Persian reprt'entative, Moharaed 
All Khan Foroughi drw attention to the fact that a government opium monopoly 
had but reoently been pur into force in hi' country and tliat time, must be allowed 
his Government to obtain nifliaentlv important results for transmission to tlie

The adversaries oi the German proposal pointed out tiihr al i that the atm 
the Commission should pursue ms not liie prohibition of any particular form of 
warfare, buf the prohib'uon of war itself, u regards the Convention an indeavour 
should be made to maintain it within titc sphere of the limitation and rcduciion of 
armaments without attempting to codify the laws of wvr, whtcli did not lome 
withm the compeuncu of the Commission 

It T'as also ob^tr' cd that Oic pnnuplc of sparii^ civilians the horrors of war 
liaa for long formed part of inkmational law , that, if bomDiiig aircraft , ere an 
instrument cf attaci lliev might also he in instrument of defenir, and tint, as 
regardi measures ajauisl armed forus, there was no griat diffc eiicc between 
bombardment by camion and borobardmenl from Uic air

In 
thi' matter, that is to say, the question of anapprcciabk reduction of armaments, 
Germany, whoishoralf compleldv disarmed, h^ no conations to make The 
imoortant point for uiia to know ’•■hctliw the oth'T States who arc interested in 
land armaments are prepared, in c\ccntiein of the Treaties and of tiie Covenant,

A limitation of land armanenU which only evtends to troops serving with 
the colourt will piv^ very hardlv on countries wluch onlv maintain professional 
armies of have on1v very small t*ained reserves, and also on countries wtiich 
hove a consc-nption system with a very <hort penod of mihtarv service and which 
thus ceuld not mvl e anv furtb>r reduction without reducing the annual eontin 
gent Itself 

Sucho a principle of disarmament might very easily mean that countries 
having a long period of nu'icar/sen ice will maintain th> whoic of their available 
fori,et intact at the outbreak of war, whereas tlie fortes of the oth*r countries 
would be verv appreciably reduced 

Such a fLSult is, in our vmw, far from <ausfactorv 
If at tho pre’ent st^e of our w->rl the Swedish delegation i to withdraw 
lU oppo'iticin to a dea ion, reached by the Commission bv a large majenty,

M Litvinoff expressed his dekfabon* disappointment at the concession made 
bv the American delegation 

“It IS quite obvious’ , he sain, "thatunk s the draft ron-ention provides for 
the reduction of trained resirves 'nd war material, the whole worl of the Disar 
mament Confe env' will only lead to a certain quite msignibcant reduetion of 
effectives in service, that is to some diminution of war budects in respect to the 
mamt nance of effectives This redurbon of bud^ts will be of an extremely 
limited natur inasmuch as provision for tht. equipment of armies and for mil: 
tarn »tock will not be tak n off thnn and nil not be reduci d ’’ 

I have n^t been sent bre for the furtb^nce of thu specific interests of 
my own countrv, noi lor agie»mi*nt with other countries,— biscd on their taking 
into consideration the special mtcee t> of my countrv,— in « change for con 
crssions to their interests I am aothori'ed to dedare that an" agreement on 
the reduction of all sorts of arm , of all armed forces, both effectives in service 
and train'd reserves, will be a<xepfable for the Union of Republics which I 
apasent, if th sam' reduction applies equally to other countries

who, after r'callmg that u 1027 th*- American de^gation Iiad endeavoured to per 
suade othvr nelegations that mater a' m itjcrv) should be limited, announend that 
m til s matter m diae of trained eserves vrbich had been digcus*ed carliei, the 
American delegation while maintaining its conrutioos, stood read; to defer to 
the conviction ot the majority cftho'c Powers «bo«eJeien c was pnnirtulv military 

During the debate two arguments were put forvard, one, mainly supported 
by the German delegation provided for th* direct limitaaon oi material by the 
rstabiislimenc of maximum nuni'-rical limits f^r each raiegorv of material Th" 
other proposal, v hose prucpal suppoile wa* th, French delegation, provided for 
the indirect bmitation of material by limitation of expenditure on upkeep, purchase 
and manufacture of war material The Italian and Japaucse delegations adhered 
to tbs Utter system during Ibe discussion 

Tile partisans of direct limitation pointed out that Uiis method alone enableu 
pfalos to know the armaments m respe* t of raah-rul pos'CaaeJ by otlit. Stares and 
ti) lostncl the po sih’iity of aggnsssioo, 1' prevented the compensaiioii b; material 
factors oi a reJuCuicn of effectives, and it was pc'fectly feasible because it had been 
applied m execution of the provisions of tbe TeacC Treaties ronccrniag disarma 
ment 

Tne opponents declared tJat the direct method would restrict the freedom of 
internal organi'afion n regard to the armies of individual countries, that it v a 
ditScult to compare land armaments, that tii<s method would be illusory in view 
of th" difficulty OI defining and Iiinitiflg th" manufacture of spare parts, that it 
would operate unfairly against smaller countries which were obliged to buy war 
material from other countries, and might even compel them to set up national 
war industries that thb method v<a» uleolated to arouse suspicion and distrus" 
and, hnallv, that it was difficult to eoneuvi how it could be applied without inter 
national super. ision, vhich most countries did not oecm able to accept for the 
moment 

The supporters of the indirecl^metbod of limitatron through budget observed 
thar this svs‘'em was eotrenwlv elastic, that it made it possible to tak account 
of general ei onoraic conditions o« any special conditions in each country, that it 
was^easy to understand, that tie progress irf such iimicaliou could belollowed with 
the hdp of public documents and that there would be no difficulties as legards 
control file ad”ersaries of this s^tera thou^t that this raetliod did cot cover 
the material m existence at the date <rf the coming into torce of the Convention, 
tnat tlieinformatioint gave was "onfined to the commercial value of stock*, without

All the delegates were agreed a» to th'* fundamental importance of the teaching 
of modern languages as a factor m the development of international mtellectuol 
relations, and aslod tno Institute to consider the poasibilitv o‘ summoning an 
international congres® on the subject

Annual Report of the SntAiTS CoivtissioN (') 

The report cf the Straits Commission for 1028 ha» bi*en received by tli® Secre 
tary General 

The report is m three parts the lirst dealing with the work uf the CommiSa on 
in 1928, the 'econd civmg mtennation on present condition' ns r gards tht passage 
of vessels and airciaft through the Straits, and the ihud crmtiming thn anneves 
In the first part of its report, the Comiiu®^ion dcsi nbes, tctordmg to official 
information, the composition on January ist, I9»j, of the most powerful navy 
m the Blark Sea, that of the linion uf Souahst Soviet Rcpubli s, i: names the 
V ar vessels \ Inch passed through Ju, Straits in 102“, noting that their passage 
did not g vt rise to an” incidents and recommend that officers commanding \tar 
vessels or naval force' ertenng th^ Sf^b should faci'itati. its task by announcing / 
their arrival m ud-'anev ^nd infonning it of their movemerts during the whole 
period of their pa'sage through or sfa/ in the Stra'ts 

The Commission is carefully O' aminmg questions rat'vdbv the Turlish Gnvern 
ment’s refusal to allow fore^ aeroplanes lo flv over the Chatalja and Ismidt 
sones, and to allow for'‘ign wa' vessels to en^cr the latter zone It once more 
queries whi th"r the e istenc» of such zones is in conforniitv with the principle of 
free passage and navigation by s^a and by air laid down in thu Straits Convention

the view that the Gulf of Ismidt tos outside the normal and regular line of passa<Jc, 
his Govemeit conside ed its iirdisputable right to lsIc such measures as it 
deemed desirable m those of i‘s tenrtonal witcts which were not stibjeet to special 
restrictions Although the Commission i divided m its opinion regarding the 
interpretation of the principle of fnx pass;^ it ncve-thele's unaniraouslv considers 
that any measure of a nature to modifv conditions of passage by sea or by air 
should be most carefully eoiamincd and that it p its dutv to procure information 
in regard to such measures and to forward it to tiie League m annual or special 
reports 

The Commission again drav/s the Li^guc s attention to the sanitaiy inspections 
and taves impos-'d bv the Turkisn Govenunent “It is constantly the case' , it says, 
“that merchant ships are held up on ijiteni^ the Straits and have to undergo a 
sanitarv inspection which entails payment of corresponding dues” In the Com 
mission’s view, it is clear from tne Straits Convention that no warship pas mg 
through the Straits without elopp should be subject to sanitary inspection by 
theTurKionautnoritics, no mercnanteiupbavingadottoron boara, passing tnrough 
the Straits without calling at a port, should be ob'^ed to comply with such forma 
lities, and no merchant ship without a doctor on board, passing through the Straits 
without calling at a nort should V* obliged to comolv with international sanitaiy 
regulations before entering the Strait unless tlierc 's grave risk of infection The 
sanitary provisions cf thu Straiis Convention are, moreover, confirmed "ind defined 
m the International Health Convention of ipsb Hie Commi'sion has endeavoured 
to ascertuiQ the views of thw Turf'ish Government on the subject, but has nor so 
tar received any reply 

The Turkish delegate to the ComiDis<ion stated as his personal opinion that 
the orovbions of the Stmju Convcotion ri^arding cscmption from anv ta* or 
charge whatever did not apply to sanitary dues, but only to the tolls levied before 
the war, the decisiors of the 1026 Health Confereno. cnerclv uoncumed the methods 
of iDapeetion 

The other members ©r the Commission unmimou»Iv r»j5Ct»d this mtrepre 
tation and onto again recommended that the provisions of the Straits Convention, 
as conCrmtd bv the International Hulth Conference at Pans and the statement 
of die Turt,sh delegate at +hat Confr-enu^ should be put into force as soon as 
possmie Tne Commission consiflcis tnat smcc the coming into force of the Straits 
Convention and, in any vase, sincu May jist, 1928, no sanitary inspection of mer 
chant hipa passing through the Straits wilioiit calling at a port should have 
talen phcf 'itlicr in the Dardanellc or m the Bo pheru', eveept in tfie case of 
ships without a doctor on board and coming from an infected port 

Mer,.hant ships bound lor tliv South pasw^ through the Bosphorus pay specnl 
dues for the w’^ttonnee of the livcsavmg service of tb Turlish Government 
m the Black Sea, ■’long the f‘natolian and Thracian coasts This service, includes 
the maintenance uf light ships at thr northern end of the Straits The dues ■vre 
5 pia'trcs per ton fnetto) or about three times the pre war rate, and the Commission 
considers this too high It accordingly evpiuses tne nope tnat tne reoi^an sntion 
of this scrvire, begun last vear, v ill be continued so a» to bring it into line with 
modem requirements, and tha* the Ie*icd on meichant ships mav be reduced 
in the near future 

The Commission mentioned vinous mpiovements, in particular 35 regariL 
the direct colicction of “anitary dues at Buyuk Dcre from vessels in transit for 
the South, arrangements for a single \t«it of insjwrtion (instead of two as formerly 

all ves cIs eoming from the ^orth and for the feiger vessiis coming fmrr t’l'' 
South, facilitie for 'hip to pul into port at Con'mntinoplr without being con 



sidered as breaking a transit loumey, the oiganisatictn of regular wir(,less com 
munications with !>bips on theh^ neas, (die creation of a weatlier signalling service, 
etc The Commission considers that tne general working of these services showed 
marked progress during the past year 

The second part of the report deals with regulations governing pass^e and 
stay of vessels and aircraft in the Straits as revised by the Commission on January 
1st, lp2Q 

The third part contains documentary mformation concerning the Constanti 
nople harbour regulations, the admission of foreign warships to Turkey, the regu 
lation of air traffic in Turkey, martime traffic in the Straits in 1928, pilotage and 
towage in and near the Straits etc 

In accordance with the Councils resolution of June 5tli, ip:8, the report 
has been forwarded to the s^atones of the Convention, the States Members of 
the League and to various Le^e technical Oigan sationo

' The principal subjects de^lt v/ith at this sessKin were two prelimmarv draft 
conventions an enquiry into the position of iU*fihmate children, and proposals 
concerning the composition of the Committee 

1 Prtlmujrv Drajl dpearei' legardni^ ihe Repatualm or Retitrn to ikv 
Homs of Children and Poinig Piopk — On this subject the Committee noted thr 
preliminary draft agreement pn-pa'ed by its L^al Sub Committee at it' meetings 
in Pans in July and December, 1928 The te\t of the draft waa adopted with'ome 
amendments. It will be submitted to Oic Council for transmissnn to Govern 
ments, whirh will be invited to send in their observations by Def-ember jlst, 1920 

2 Prehm.rarv drajl Cmivei fiOrf on issisUa'Ce to Af.now of Forergi. National '3 
— A preliminary draft con'^Tition prepared on Uu' subj ct by the Legal Sub 
Committee vas also noted by the Committee, which considered that a solution 
of this question was both desirable and feasible Th® draft is ba'ed on several 
conventions already m force and embodies the following principles 

1) As regards assistance 3 minor of foreign national tv pos'cs'es the same 
rights a» nationals 

2) The interests of the ramo' shonld always be the determining factor in the 
choice of the measures of assistance to be adopted 

3) Repatriation should not, generallv speakrag, be considered as the best 
method of a«istance 

The preliminary drait doca not alfect the nght of persons invested with paternal 
power or the right of custody, these rights md their curciac continuing to be 
governed by the general r^ulations on the snbject 



The Committee adopted the terrt of this draft, which r^ill be submitted to the 
Council

child in the light of the mforraabon gamed from the Secretariat’s enquiry, concludii^

?th| ioJ8, requiring poli'^ and gendannenc to eeercbc «pecial vigilanr*'' in regard 
to the protection of women (m particular those l> avii^ for abroad) and tho diseoverv 
of traffickers The Committee decided to attach thi‘ circular to its mmutf^s 
The British delegate drew altenbOn to numerous <tatemcnCB a annual reports 
to the eHect that young women artist''^ bad become victims of the traffic In 
hiS opmisn, thi* fact was de<crving of ^p^ial attention, in view of the enquiry 
vhieh was being earned out by the Committee into the material and moral pro 
tection of young v omen artiste* founng abroai 

The Polish delegate and several as'e«*ors cepifesed the opinion that the weri

3 Alo'itim of f/rf System of Luensed Houses - This problem gave rise to an 
exchange of vjew« m '•he course of wb'ch the Ewch delegate stated, on behalf 
of his Government, that the French authorities were tlo^lv following the evolution of 
publicopmionin regard to the abolition of licensed houses, and thdt theywerestudymg 
tho question with all the more freedom because no French kw regulated prostitution 
In thia connection he pointed out tbal regulation was, m France, merely a muni 
cipal poluc measure, enforcea oy tne town authorities unoer tite law of April <vh, 
18S4, vihich empowered them to take tlic ocecssar' steps to guarantee order, 
security and public health and, when <uch action appeared advisable, to issue 
decrees to combat the evil effects of prostitution The municipaiitics could, there 
fore, abolish regulations without altering tn> law or referring to the central autho 
Titles Several important towns (Strasbourg, Colmar, etc ) v ere at present making 
t •Lpenmenta in abolition The French delegate added th^t "m these circumstances 
the way to secure the triumph of abolitionist views b to v or! upon public opinion 
The municipalities will not fail to take public opinion into account in such a matter 
as this ' In this connccticn, he emphasised that it would be essential to have 
complete information regarding the mea^nxes adopted in abolitionist countries to 
preserve order and public health The Committee had undcrtal^en last year to 
collect such material 

The French delegate further recalled thirt in France a Cornniis'ion for the 
p-ev^iton of vcfitreal diaCR^es (Cuturjsuhdt desmaiad "sid'J'tewe'dl 

had bccu created, which had prepared an abolitionist bill that was it present tabled 
m the Senate 

The Belgian delegate said Uat in his country the question of nrens^d houses 
Was also left to the communal outbonbes and that, consequently, they could 
only be abolished by winning over the more imiwtant towns to tins course This 
Was alread_, the case m Antwerp

The third session of the Preporitorv Conimitt>% for the Conference on tha 
Codification of International Law took place at Geneva from May oth to May nth, 
with Profe'sor Basde/ant (Preni'i) id the Chair 

The work of the Comuiittie is now at an end, and it vaII be for the Council 
to make arrangements for subsequent action (communn^tion with Governments, 
convocation of tlie Conference etr) 

Thirty Governmeo ts have replied in whole or m part to the Committee's request 
for information At its third session, the Comnuttee oxamined replies received 
since February from the Amencan, Australian and Belgian Government and, 
in the light of this information, proceeded to it< fina' revimon of th" texts prepared 
as a basis of discussion and the aixumpanving comments 

Thes" texts are not an e prts<ion rf the opinion of the in^mlers of the Com 
mittce, but are based on the examination of the repLcs ol anous Governments 
They concern the th'C" questions subnutted to d e Confeience for '•odifiLation 
nafaonali^y, territorial vaters, and th** resporsibilit, of btates tor damage suffered 
in their territory by the person or propnt/ of foreigners In preparing tlii-se 
tex^s, the Committee took into cnn'dd'xation the n^olutions adopted m rei.»nt 
years bv the Institute of Internabonai Law and the Internatiunal Law AsaOi lation 
and the worl' done under the direction of Harvard limvepiityi it believes that 
they may furnish the ConfcrL.nce with valuable maturiii on Un, state of positive 
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law and on an> practicJ diCicullic^ tljat ma> luve arisen between States m re-^ard 
to the subjects on the agenda 

HaMrg cofioidered a lelUr from the Uiairman of the Transit Commit^fio sub 
mitting desiderata roncernmg the qutsbon of temtonal u'atert, the Committee 
asked the Council to circulate this communication to Governments for action it 
the Conference 

The Committee, finallv, on the iiulrucbOns Of the Coun'il, drafted rcgula 
lions for the Confe cncp, indicating genual rules for tho dis^u sion Tliese draft 
ru'es will be submitted to the Council m June They are based on regulations

Noting tne progress ii ipsS ol the League'* vcotL on double taxation and tax 
evasion, the Committee txprtssed the hope that the draft contentions prepared 
bv Gvv-rnment apefts in October 1028, would provid an effective instrument 
for the avoidance or mitigation of tvils resulting from double ta ation and tax 
eva'icn It hoped that thcK drafts would, as revommendeu by uie Council,

The information kid before the export included the results of thi eonsulta 
tion on the sugar industry held at the beginning of April md a memorandum pre 
paTxd by the International Institute of Agriculture, emphasising the advisabil ty 
of considering beet growing not meielv from tbcpoinr of vicv of the requirements 
of the sugar indu try, but also from the point of view of its beneficial effects on 
the proQUCtive tapucity of agiiculturv as a whole 

1 ht experts were first mvited to describe the position as regards beet growing 
from the point of view of thvir respective countnes They gave information bearing 
on the general organisation of the sugar mdu try, tiiv relationship betr'een farmers, 
factory owners and refiners, tlie extent to which intca«c in output or decline m 
demand had affeetvd prices and rendered production unreirun rativo, factors 
affecting beet growing— recen* siccntihc discovcnc', tariffs, subsidio and other 
Government measures vagts and pnee -theprospc'* a of an increase m production 
and the influence of prices and Government action or con'umpUoo 

The effect of the deprtS'ion m the sugar industry on the gcntral vgricultural 
situation in the principal European countnca in view of Uie role of the sugar beet 
in agriculture was one of the points to which the experts drew the attention of tin- 
delegation It mu«t be rcmenbcred that beet growing not only ensun s the ctis 
tcncc of numerous agricuitunsls it is aiso an important factor in crop rotation

sent exceed the pre war level and, in the opinion of tiic eiqivrt', cannot he coneidvrcd 
as resDonsibie for tin. gcnvral depression in the sugar mdu try Bvet producers 
consequently do not con'idcr that, m pruent circumstances, measures k reduce 
production would be de'irable or even practicable Mthough sugar consumption 
has mcreasvd more in Europe thin clscwhvre, prodacvrs would be v illing to coopc

Germany for about a quarter 

Of the four principal ejporting countries — the United Kingdom, Germany, 
Pol ind and the Uii ted State* — th** Ia«t does not as a rule compete in European 
markets, but consign' foiirfifths of its export to Cananda The American coal 
industry is thus largely sdf tonfained and only in evceotional cases has it any

with questions of principle, contains new provisions uhich will be added to those 
previously adopted bv thi. Council {1030, 1021, 1922, 1925, etc ) m regard to tlm 
procedure for the e'ainination of minonty petitions The new provisions ronrern 
therereivabikty of petitons, the loraiposition of Minority Committees, thefrequenev 
of tiie meetings of the Mmonty Comniittecs eommunirations concerning action 
taken on petitions by Minority Cominittt.e<, publiealion of the result of tne CAvmi 
nation of a question b » a Minority Committei., regular annual publications coneern 
ing the League's work in connection vith the protection of minorities 

On the Qccas’on of thcadoptionirf the rcaolution and provisions, tlio Canadian 
German, Roumanian, Polish French, British and Finnish representatives made 
statements confirming their point of view and explaining the condition', meaning 
and scoDt of their adherence 

The Canadian rcprcsenUtivc, M Daudurand, recalled that thr object of hb 
proposal last March was to improve procedure Tlie resolution idoptcd by the 
Council marked important prt^[ress and provided for mo<t of the improvements ho 
had urged, especially m regard to publicity and the increase of the membership 
of the Minority Comniittve® He also eroresstd satisfaction that any misunder 
standing had been dispelled aslo the po'sibility for Committees of Throe oventuaiiv 
to use minorities os the source of information 

The Gorman representative, Dr Slresimann, rc> ognisod that the resolution 
adopted bv the Counal constituted an improvement in the procedure hitherto 
applied and empha»i5»d tho importanee of each of tne changes made H» expre'aod 
his regret that it had not seemed pos ibic to abolish the rule m virtue of win li 
'Ortam State might, in given circumstances, be e\ciuded from the Committoo' 
of Three He added that it was imposnble for him to approve the report drafted 
m London and that hu entirely maintained his auitude on the question of principle, 
as laid do j n m the Gorman memorandum and in the declarations before the Council 
in Committv' It must be expected, he said, that the e'lsting rule« of a body like 
the Council might be supplemented bv further improvements if, in practice, the 
application of the nev system did not come up to expectation For that rca'on, 
cv"ry Member of the Council must ro trve to itself entire freedom of action as 
regarded the further treatment of the su^cstions which v ere now being put into 
force 

The report submitted to the Council • onstituled in its practical conclusions 
an endeavour to nnd a solution wnicii v ould give the Council useful praeLaal sup 
port It would reveal to those who studied the document' annexed to the report 
the grvat problems hidden behind the practical ’vorf of the Council An agreement 
of principle on the «ubjcct of the extension or limitation of the rights or ofaagafions 
of the Lcagut of Nations had not been reached Tlie decision of the Council to 
coramunicat'’ all the documents to all tlie Members of the League of Nations would 
afford them an opportunity of evaimning the question wh'-thcr m this matter it 
was not po"iMt and necessary to reach ^reement The Povers not represented 
on the Council, ,vhich had already shown their interest m the settlement of this pro 
blcm, had of course tlm right to ossurnc what attitude they pleased towards the 

report Every Member of th< Council mustalso reservefor itself the right to mak'' 

use of all the possibilities embodiedinthe League Covenant with a view to tli'* clu 
cidalion of this question 

The Roumanian representative, M Titulcsco, said that tile ipprovi.d c 
rc'olution on the understanding that thi changes of procedure w ere indis olubi" 
linked up Willi the London Report e , with the pascut sy^tom, which tlx Report 
merely confirmed 
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The London Report, M Tihiltsco said, nas a photograph not meri,K of wiiat 
existed to da), but of what had CMsUd for t»*n vtars, b\ virtue of a eonstant inter 
pr^tation of the Trcati-s, an ntcipretabon given unanimouslv b> the Council m 
agreement with th^ States bigmtones of the Minondes Treaties whenever the need 
arose It v&b a stateiii''nt ol reason' showii^ why the existing procedure should 
not be changed except onccrtaindefinitepomtstobefoundm theconclusion« The 
Council was called upon to vote on all the chaises proposed It was not called 
upon to vote on what alrendv existed 

The Polish representative, M Zdcsli, said that he approved the Council reso 
lution V ith the reservation included in tlie ded^bon which he had made to the 
Council Committee to the effect that the pracbcal conclusions concerning the pro 
ceduro embodied m tie London Report, and whi<h formed the object of the re^o 
lution were indissolublv linked with the ormctplcs of law in regard to the protection 
of minorities set out in the vame Report 

Ihe French representabve, M Bnand, said th(^ lie fully and entirely approved 
the Council resolution, as he had aoproved the London Report He noted that the 
Council had obtained a valuable result maqoestionv hichwasverv delicate, because 
It involved the necessity oi retonciiinga sacred nght emhooieo m certain treaties, 
namely the right of minonties, with an obli^bon which was fundamental to the 
msbtution of the League, the maintenance of the pnnaplcof thnsoverngnty of the 
States of " hich it was eomposvd 

He wondered whether, m so far a the Council d^'ired to sec th minorities 
merged in the nation' of which thev formed a part, it would not serve tlie best 
mtere ts of those mmoriUes to protect them from certain evaggerated ideas Thvso 
id»a5 were not only uontrarv to their imrrediate interests but they brought the 
minorities into opposition with the Govcmmvnls which, after all, they had to obey, 
and ffligiit thereby render tlieir pv ition vor«e 

The Council, M Bnand snid, had also to take into account that it could do notli 
ing without the coaE< nt of the countries loncooed and nothing < ithout securing 
unanim ty among its members Neva at any time had tiieLei^ue, jincci t' ci-eabon, 
neglected its duty as r^ardv minorities It had considered that this was one of 
Its most sacred ubligations, it had often discu sed the matter, it had adopt: d reso 
lutions it had considered its protedua and tins procedure had worl ed 

Hv thin uttered a « aming "ith regard to o rUin elements which made poll 
tical capital out of the discontent of minorihus If the fate of minoriuos, he said, 
concerned the Council and their complaints found an echo in the Council, it was 
because the League of Nabons existed That, in itself, was a novelty and repre 
sented real progress He did not wish this progress to be < gmpromiscd bv dangerous 
'■xperimcnts 

The Council resolution he concluded, would mean a step forivard, bef-ause it 
ga' e some satisfaction to minorities, and it wauld be to the honour of the League 
and Its Council that it had a Ineved prcgrc'S and solved a difhculty of this kind 
without in any way imperilling its eonsUtnbop 

The British representative, Sir George Grohame, observed that in mattpf^ of 
so complicated and delicate a nature, which amused on the one side k'‘en e^rpecta 
tion and on the other grave apprehensions, it was almost impos„ibIe to put forward 
propo>als which were quite sahsfattory to all parbes He cuuld not but believe 
that the proposals new before Ihe Council would, in practice, prove to be a distinct 
improvement on the existing proredm 

Thf Finnish representabve, M Procopc, accepted the resolution as calculated 
to bring about an iniprov ement in thu proeeoure 

Dr Stri semann made soni'’ addibon’l observabons Like M Briand, he 
recognised that the question was e tremely delecatc It wa precisclv for that 
reason, he «a/d, that the u c of certain expreasWTs gave n»e a njirbe of m,sun 
derstandings which were apt to last for some v ear' At la t 'cssion of the Council 
Sir Austen Chamberlain had tated that certain passages of the minut'‘s in which 
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hi. had used the ^ord had beu» nnsmtLrprcttd, and tint iie had never 

Tohrdto imply m using thi term that roinonbes mustculturilK be merged m t!i„ 
population lompD'ing tlu majontv 

Tin French represenUtne had also madtu'eof an tspre'sion hirh, if sepa 
ated from tiie conecxt, might gi/> the same impression Distnction must here 
be made beh'pcn tao things He quite agreed ^iith hi Briand that an^ action on 
thepart of a minority must be taken marcordaiicettith!a.i and in aspirit of Iovalt\ 
to the State to nhich it bolonged There vas, hoi ever, another aspect to be con 
sideo d Hi thouffiit that it would not be misinterpreting the obsirvalions of 
M Bnand if he mamtainod that that did not mean that minorities mu't al o abandon 
their special cliaractcnsti s nf rate language and culture 

Dr Stresemann added that no one could ^ree with kl Brnnd more 'ntirdv 
than he lumjelf on the paint that Ihr soveiugntv of States must be preserved, as 
that SQ\ ereigntv vas one rf the pilliTo ol peace and good understanding 

The Picsident, M \datci. expressed his satisfaction flnt the Council had 
approved tas resolution, addii^ that the new provisions would enter into furee at 
once

Or Jii"- lltb, rhe Counu' app'O'ed Heag'^cment* covlud'd m Pnri« m 
March and ^pril by the German and Polish Governments Tlioso agre monts are 
in the nature of pracMcal vrangemenu to facilitate the apphcation of certnm chuse' 
of the Upper Silesian Convention and concern the right of petition and elianncls 
of appeal, the form m vhieh petitions arc to bi submitted, proceedings before the 
Mited Commis ion, time limits pb In the rapporteur's opinion, they will improv e 
and accelerate the local procedure, thus facilitating the Council'' tasi and the rela 
tions between the minorities and the competent auliioritics In submitting tlio 
agreements to the Couni il, M Adatci, who had presided over the Paris negoti ilions, 
c'<prc"td the hope that it would be possible later to settle in the same wav llm 
complicated qiic non of the admis«ioo of children to German minority cliools in 
the vuivodsliip of Silesia 

On lune 14 th, the Council adoDted the conclusions of its rapporteur concerning 
fr’e p'tiiiona from German and Pohsh Silesia Four others wore withdrawn from 
the agend.-, two at the request of the petitioners and two owing to the prolongation 
of the limit lime for the filing of observations by Governments 

Pohsh int orilv choals v German Upper Silesia (Petition from the Association 
01 Pyles in Germany) — The petitioner!, alleged thatth' German authorities had 
not observed the pro isions of the Upjier Silesian Convention with regard to the 
establishment, m untenance and orguiusation of tile Polisli minority 'chools The 
rapporteur stated that, as regards the sehools mentioned bv th" petitioner' in which 
the instruction had been suspended for a certain lime, there could be no quc'Uon 
of an\ infringement ot ihc Convention He noted, moreover, that the German 
Go' ernment intended to carry out in ipjO its scheme for the estab'ishmcnf of a 
tr lining cnlirgc for icacliers in minoniv schools 

^'iith regard to tlic allegation that prc'sure had been brought to licar upon 
I'r on re'ponqblc for the ehildaus education, the rapporteur considered lint 
11' thing could be dr cid"d on the basis of general as'crhons and that, should sueh 
eircum'tine' ari'e, compla nts might be addrejsed to the Louncil m each indui 
dual case

Pevo^ahoii of M En^t Pielsil (Prfabnn from th* DedisMer lolk'bmd fur 
Po'msi.h SMes er) — The Polisn reprcoentabve having «utcd that he intended 
to make additional observations, the Council, un thi proposal of the rapporteur, 
potsponed this Question to its nc-.t session 


3 — PsTmiov not Messrs Naumann a>.p Graebs 

A petition having been addressed ot the Council by Mes«rs Naumann and 
Graebe on the subject nf the liquidation of propurtv btloi^mg to certain Folisli 
nationals belonging to tbi. Gerroan minority, the German reprt<entat:vo, in view 
cf the urgency of the quesbon oving to measures t^enbv the Polish Government 
to proceed to the liqutdabon of the properev— asked that it should be included 
in the agenda of the fifty fifth ses ion 

On June 14th, Dr Scre‘emann recd]|i.d that th<. question raised bv the poti 
tioners bad been dealt v/ith by the Council m several of its aspects during 1922 and 
1924 There had also been direct n^tiabon« between Poland and Germmv, 
whiuh had, unfortumtcly, not rt»ulled in the settlement of all diffivultics He 
emphasised that the question was disUnutlv a minonb' problem, because it touched 
upon the interpretation ot provisions contenui^ the acqui'ttionnl Polish notionality, 
Ahich were incorporated m a minoritv treat/ The Council, he said, had already 
taken practical and useful steps in the matter and a* tin. German minoritv had 
shown Its confidence m thi. Council m subraitfai^ the question tc it, he thought it 
would be advisable to endeavour to obtain a solution in the Council before referring 
the question to the Permanent Court ot Internaboiial Justice He would be pre 
pared to approve and aahere toan/ proposal tnat would bring about a just solution 
of the question by means of mutual understaudii^' It wai essential, ho /uver, that, 
before a final dcn'iunwaspven, therc°tiould1>eno/<ittiii«ii' ph owing to theexecu 
tion of new acts of liquidation or the conhnnabon of liquidations in progress 

Without denving tliat Dr Stresemann was within his rights m requesting that 
the matter should be placed on the Council agenda, the Poli'h representative, 
M Zaleski, regretted that the r^lar procedure had not been lollowed and cnti 
ciscd the tendency to e* ade a previous e ^mina tmn of minority questions by 
CommitteLa of Three He observed that he might also hive be»n lustmcd in bringing 
a petition directly before the Council nimeh that concerning the accot incidents 
at Oppeln— m regard to which he gave certain details— but that he had preferred 
to allow the usual procedure to take its course as it seemed to him the most suitable 
method of settlement 
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regards tlK substance of the petition V declared tint the liquidation 
mentioned had mt <ind could not ha t anything to do ? ith the protection of the 
German rrrinonty in Poland, as it cnnctmcd solely and c ^lu'ivclv German citircne 
In matter^ of liquidation and m ntucr affairs the Polish Government alwaj s endca 
voured to negotiate directlv "Hth the German Goaornment, and representatives 
of the tsTo Go% ernments had, a mntter of faet, juat rccciv d full powers to nego 
tiats m regard to a certain eal«.gor> trf propertv habfe to liquidation In conclusion, 
he stareo that, vitnout pniudguig tin* sub tance of the petition he was ready to 
evamine it with all due altcnUon 

In the course of conversations vith thr representative of the t?o States 
concerned, the rapporteur, M Aoatci, came to the conclusion that the questions 
raistd b'' the pcritioncrs, in parttcUar those conctroing the acquisition of Polish 
naticnahty, vnuld be more rapidK and cffertivu/ settled bv direct negotiations 
between the Polish and German Go Timents On June 15LI1, he informed the 
Couni’il that the repre enlativcs of the c two Government' had agreed to enter 
as'oonaspos ibleinto dmU negotial'on under Ins presidency It "as understood 
that II ^datci cfuld, sliould he tluul itf pcdieul, entrust the actual chairmanship 
to anv person he might con iJt b^t quabCed tn (.\crcia it 

M 'tdatci stated morerv- r that tlic PvUsh Government had informed him that 
if, following e amination of the question of uauonaUty it ivas found that tlic 
persons affected w ca enutied to Polish nation^ty, the Polish Government "ould 
not fail to cancel the iiqmdaaon This operation would, m principle, mean the 
re to-ation of the liquidated property to its former owners In cases where hqui 
dation had been carried out and Ahere the re'toration of the property was found 
difficult in practice, equitable and suitable lompcnsabon might be paid 

The German and Polish repre'tnlativcs lhani cd tlm rapporteur and his col 
leagues for the trouble thev had taVen to amve at a solution, aecomuanving by 
brief sratements their Cvipnnee of the report 

Dr %eBf matin regretted that M Zal»sli had the day before r-'ised the question 
of the Oppcln incident , nbidi had notlunj to do with tli" questions under exami 
mtinn He deplored the«e incidents, hi had him cU expressed his proiound regret 
before the Foreign Affairs Committu. of the Remhstag, tli® Prussian Government 
had taken tlie nevi “sary di. iplinarv action and had instituted proceedings He 
ccn'idtred that «ui'h jQi'idcnts <houId not be exploited for polilu al purposes and 
that all the Mt mbe-v r! the I'ouneil »hruld a«oid bringing such quettions before 
the public 

1*1 Zale'ki said that hcwould bee tremdv glad to cooperate'uth the German 
repre cntalive m settling as far j po iblc the oifiiculbeb between them witliout 
bringing them before the pubbe

Committee of Three had ihercfore to tudv the question ce du'^ivclv in the light

The Vene?uclan representative emphasised the necessity of arriving at a solu 
tion which “j’ould gradualK and clfectivcly put an end to the opium problem, 
which affected te such a large extent tlic League's prestige”, and e>p'csscd his 
regret that nearly half the Members ot the League had not vet acceded to the Geneva 
Opium Convention of 10:5 The rapporteur recalled tnat the Advisory Committee
